The police now are seeking three profes- 
stonal thieves who, according to the amateur, 
Charles M. Willard, held him up es he was 
leaving the café with the proceeds of robbery. 
Willard, Roy Saisline, the waiter, and Harry 
Anderson, alias Casey, third of the trio 
originally arrested, acouse William I. Loftus. 
saloonkeeper, 8023 Cottage Grove avenue, 
& birtng the real “ stickup ‘’ menand double 
crossing them out of their expected profits. 

And if Willard’s fantastic story is a true 
one, Loftus not “only received the result 
of the roObery of Willard, but whet the 
latter had left when the professioneds re- 
leased him. Confident that Loftus was “on 
the square,” Willard says he geve Loftus 
all the money the other robbers overlooked 
in searching him, together with the gum 
they gave him with which to leave town. 


Policeman Saw Second Holdup. 
Confirmation came directly to a part of 
his confession, when Patrolman Daniel 
streets at the. time of the holdup, told of 
seeing three men accost a fourth as he came 
—— He said he thought

Late in January I was drinking in Loftur’ 
saloon and Casey approached me with the re- 
mark that he had something pretty soft for 
me, said Willard. “‘ Casey explained how he 
and Saisline had planned therobbery. I said 
No and walked to the other end of the bar. 
Well, I began to figure how hard up I was, 
and I was tempted and agreed. With Casey 
I went to Saisline’s flat. Salsline gave me the 
lay of the land with minute detail I said 
there must be no shooting, and Saisline as- 
sured me that Adams would act like an old 
woman at the sight of a gun.

Letters of George Washington Also in 
Valuable Collection. 


Executors of the Tree estate are 
to present to the Historical society 
next Monday the origina! letter written by 
Abraham Lincoln to Stephen A. Douglas ac- 
cepting terms for a joint debate.

A practical promise was made by Mr. Seely 
that the first extension of the South Side

branch, and he advised the business men to 
renew their appeals to President Charlies V.

Mr. Seely pointed out that at about the 
time that the Englewood branch was con- 
structed the dividends of the South Side L 
dropped from 4 per cent in 1907 to three 
fourths of 1 per cent in 1908, and he added 
that for the fourteen years of the existence 
of the road the dividende averaged 2.65 per 
cent. ;

line the same year the Englewood branch 
was constructed.

Additional facts of the investigation con- 
ducted by the government agents show that 
in some cases the butter is bought up in the 
„ flush season, and is kept in cold storage 
weeks, and even months. 

After the unfrozen product fe prepared by 
the homogenizer,” it often is permitted 
to stand in cold storage rooms, according 
to the investigators, from twenty-four to 
forty-eight hours, before freezing. 

Require 14 Pen Cent Butter Fat. 

The standard for ice cream adopted by the 
federal pure food bureau forbids the use of 
gelatin and requires that ice cream show 14 
per cent butter fat. This standard never has 
been enforced, the government attorneys re- 
lying on the provisions of the pure food and 
drugs act im prosecutions, which can be 
brought by the government only, where fe 
product is shipped from one state to another. 
However, analyses of samples taken from in- 
terstate shipments of the Thompson-Reid and 
the other companies’ showed, it is said, the 
following percentage of butter fat:

WOULD PENSION PARKWORKER 


Bill Backed by South Board In- 
troduced Today. 


AIMED TO HELP WIDOWS. 


Provision Gives Them One-Half of 
Amount Husband Got. 


A bill seeking pensions for employés of the 
South Park commissioners is to be intro- 
duced at Springfield today. 

The bill providing for a pension fund will 
be introduced in the senate by Senator W. M. 
Brown, in behalf of Senator A. C. Clark. The 
proposed measure was drafted at the in- 
stance of the South park commiseloners, who 
have hed the subject under consideration 
for some time. 


Terms of Proposed Measure. 
The bill providee that each empioyé of the 


| park commissioners, who shall have been in 


their employ for twenty years or more, shall 
be entitled to a yearly pension of one-fiftieth 
of the amount of his average yearly salary 
during the five years preceding his retire- 
ment for each year that he hase been em- 
ployed by the park board, provided that the 
sum shall not exceed one-half the average 
yearly salary of the employé. The retire- 
ment age is fixed at 60 years. 

The widow of a former employé who is 
drawing a pension shall receive one-half 
the pension drawn by her husband. In case 
the widow marries, the pension ceages. The 
children shall receive an equal amount 16 
the pensioner leaves no widow. 

Employée who have served for ten years 
only cam secure @ pension of one-fourth of 
his yearly salary. * 


How Fund Would Be Created. 
The bill provides that the pension fund 
shall be made up of 8 per cent of the salary of 
each male employé 21 years old or over, an 
equal amount provided by the commission- 
ers, and contributions by the commisstonérs 

equaling any deficit in the pension fund. 
Any employé of the board who is dismissed 


or retires from the service before he is enti- 


tled to a pension is to be returned all the 
money which he has paid into the pension 
fund,

It seems that Lady Elizabeth Bela- 
ye, one of the daughters and heiresses 
of the last Earl of Fauconberg, fel) in love 
with Capt. Richard Bingham, who later be- 
came the second Ear! of Lucan, Sbortiy 
afterwards a proposal of marriage was made 
for her band to her father by Bernard Ed- 
ward Howard, afterwards twelfth Duke of 
Norfolk. ; 

Lady Elisabeth informed Capt. Bingham 
of this, and expressed her fear that she 
might be compelled to obey her father’s 
commends in the matter. Capt. Bingham 
suggested an elopement and pressed for a 
decided answer. It finally was agreed that 
if Lady Evisabeth would consent to this she 
was to send a message to Capt. Bingham 
through her sister on a particular evening. 
when arrangements would be made, 

Lord Fauconberg in some way got on to 
the track of this, and being at the opera 
with his two daughters, prevented any com- 
munication between them.

After four years of mar- 
riage to Howard Lady Elizabeth eloped with 
Capt. Bingham, and on being divorced by 
act of parlament in 1704, married the cap- 
tain, who subsequently succeeded to the 
earldom of Lucan, created in favor of his 
father. The eldest son of, this second mar- 
riage of Lady Elizabeth Belasyse was the 
cavalry commander of the Crimea.

To the late Lord Lucan belongs the credit 
of solving the difficult problem of admitting 
Jews to parliament. The house of commons 
had, not once but several times, voted in 
favor of the admission of professing Hebrews 
to parliament, but on each occasion the meas- 
ure was defeated by the house of lords. 

Lord Lucan thereupon introduced a bill 
in the house of lords providing that each 
house of parliament should have the fight 
of @etermining the question of admitting its 
own members, and, thenks to this, the Jews 
were admitted to the house of commons, on 
the vote of the latter, without sanction by the 
upper chamber.

‘THE TURNSTILE NUISANCE. 
Chicago, Feb. 8.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—Something over two years 
ago the cash register turnstiles which had 
been placed in the loop stations and on 
the Northwestern Elevated railway were 
ordered “out by the city, and they were 
promptly removed from the loop, but they 


were not removed from the Northwestern 


Elevated stations north from Kinzie 
street, and are still a source of some an- 
noyance to people using the Northwest- 
ern Elevated road. 

In the fall of 1900, after a few unsatis- 
factory experiences with these cash reg- 
ister turnstiles, I sought another route 
downtown of mornings, and found, to my 
astonishment that the time on the Dvans- 
ton trolley line from Edgewater to Clerk 
and Adams streets was the same as by 
the elevated route, with conductors who 
operated. the companies’ cash registers, 
and, on the whole, a more comfortable 
ride. For over a year I have used the 
trolley line almost exclusively for going 
downtown, an assured seat being one of 
the satisfactions of the route. At night 
I have used the North Water street ter- 
minal, so that the cash registers have 
ceased to annoy me. Living at Edgewa- 
ter, I have had frequent occasion to go tv 
Evanston. Again the trolley line has fur- 
nished practically as good service, with no 
cash registers to be operated by myself. 

This turnstile imposition hae obtained 
long enough in Chicago, as it seems to me. 
It would not be tolerated in New York. 
The city should deal with these transpoc- 
tation exactions; they should not be left 
to individual initiative where the results 
that may be obtained by an individual are 
wholly. out of keeping with the time and 
expense necessary. to make du fight for 
their correction. As I remember it, „ 
city acted upon an opinion from the cor- 
poration connsel’s office that the city 
should regulate the conduct of business 
over property owned by the city, that .
